Their Miller 
Creek Ranch in Missoula, 
Montana and the Canadian 
Ranch in Rosemary, Alberta 
are the homes of 200 bucking 
horses, 60 bulls, 150 Mexi- 
can steers, 60 roping calves 
and 2S parade and saddle 
horses which Kesler uses in 
the 3S rodeos he produces 
each year.

horses waiting to join the 
ranks of top broncs like 
Kesler’s Moonshine, Three 
Bars, Hard Twist and Cr- 
eamo.

Watch how you fish at 
Lacombe Park Lake 


Once the Lacombe Park 
Lake has opened June 16 
those who use it will have to 
observe strict rules of con- 
duct or they could fall foul of 
city bylaw officers or even 
the RCMP. 

Rules for the use of the 
lake point out that cleaning 
of fish in the park is not 
allowed and the limit is six 
fish per day a person. 

The lake is primarily for 
the use of children. Children 
nine years old and under 
must be supervised by an 
adult. 

Youths between the ages 
of nine and 17 may fish at 
their own risk. 

Adults 18 years old and 
over must be accompanied 
by an active child or youth. 

No swiinming or wading is

The continually rising incidence of vandalism im urban, 
small town and rural areas with the corresponding rise in 
costs for repairing damage is bringing with it an ever 
Stronger reaction from the general public, who are 
becoming more and more irate. 


They are asking what can be done and why more convictions 
are not being obtained. Many of the offenders are young 
children from nine to 14 years, who must be treated as 
Juvenile offenders. But the public will increasingly demand 
that whether nine years old or 18 these young people must 


be punished severely enough to bring vandalisrm under 
control. 


Clearly increased surveillance of public parks and school 
areas is needed and this will be costly. Perhaps the citizens 
themselves will have to be drawn into the picture to work 
with police officers in catching the vandals in the act. This Is 
being done in many centres across North America in the 
area of violent crime, often with considerable success. In 
one American city one woman launched a campaign in her 
neighbourhood to protect women against rape. The 
movement grew and proved so successful in reducing 
crimes of rape that law enforcement officers came to them to 
study their program. 


Many people relate vandalism to a lack of discipline and one 
community in the area is presently replacing a school 
principal and credentials in discipline will be one of the 
criteria in hiring a mew one. 


Certainly society does the young vandal no service by not 
catching him or her and/or by not meeting out a severe 
punishment. Without such experience the attitude develops 
in young offenders that they probably won’t be caught, and 
even if they are they’ll get off easy. 


But young vandals, unchecked, may well become future 
criminals and the end of that road is an unhappy, unfulfilled 
life. On the other side are the hapless victims of vandalism 
and crime. Everybody loses. 


Perhaps an aroused public will band together with the help 
of elected representatives on municipal councils, school 
boards and police officers im a concerted attack on 
vandalism, which would be a step toward controlling violent 
crime as well, 


But such programs must also be backed by the necessary 
effective punishment of offenders, through provincial 
departments of the Attorney General, and Solicitor General, 
and the courts themselves, 


Even very young offenders must learn that they alone are 
responsible for their actions.

How far are we going to go with dehumanizing the 
language, or dehupersonizing it? A woman could 
presumably be called a woperson. Some people are 
suggesting ‘‘hishen’’ to get around his or her, as im ‘each 
member is asked to bring his or her own chairs, Then we 
could have penpersonship and workpersonship to go along 
with chairperson.

It was noted that opinion 
on this point varied, but it 
was felt the policy as stated 
was a reasonable compro- 
mise which would receive 
majority support. 

{2} COMMERCIAL 

a) Commercial develop- 
ment next to residential 
areas will be viewed with an 
attempt to select devel- 
opment of a compatible type 
and scale. 

{3] INDUSTRIAL 

a) It was reaffirmed the 
municipality will where the 
need arises, initiate develop- 
ment of industrial lands so an 
adequate supply is available 
at competitive prices. 

[4] TRANSPORTATION 

a) Statements on inter- 
municipal road development 
have been clarified, and con- 


form with the priorities of 
Alberta Transportation. Na- 
mely, development of 170 
Street, 156 Street, and 137 
Avenue, immediately, to 
provide a second paved 
access to West Edmonton. 
Development of a second 
major arterial (149 and 156 
Streets) from Akinsdale to 
137 Avenue in the short 
term. In the longer term, 170 
Street and 184 Street south- 
ward to be connected with 
major east-west arterials in 
Edmonton. 

[5] RECREATION AND 
CULTURE 

a) Recognition of the need 
to formulate a detailed 
Facilities Plan that would 
compliment the less detailed 
General Plan. 

b) The Sturgeon River 
Valley recreation corridor 
will be more clearly des- 
cribed. 

{6] LAND USE 


a) The land use map 


which forms part of the 
General Plan has been 
somewhat amended. Some 
lands previously designated 
commercial or industrial are 
now designated Urban Re- 
serve.

A closer look at the city’s 
new recreation facilities 


Since council approved the 
construction of a new pool 
and arena in St. Albert, 
municipal employees have 
been bombarded with ques- 
tions from residents wanting 
additional information. 

To familiarize residents 
with the benefits these new 
facilities will offer, a more 
detailed description of each 
may be helpful: 


NEW ARENA 


Location Corner of 
Hebert Road and Akins 
Drive. The site is approx- 
imately five acres, including 
parking for 150 cars. 

Ice Surface - regulation 
size, 85 feet by 200 feet. 

Seating Capacity - 650 
maximum, 800 to 850 with 
standing room. 

Lobby Area - Meeting 
room, first aid room, wash- 
room facilities, janitor and 
electrical area. 

One Side - All seating with 
storage underneath and rais- 
ed media area for broad- 
casting and television. Seat- 
ing area to be heated through 
forced air system, 

Opposite Side - Managers 
office and general office, 
team storage room, skate 
shop, four dressing rooms 
with showers, referee’s room 
figure skating room, sep- 
arate team storage room, 
mechanical rooms, resur- 
facing machine storage area, 

Access - Four double doors 
will give access onto the ice 
from within the building. 

Construction - Construc- 
tion is underway with com- 
pletion scheduled for the end 
of December, 1977, 


NEW POOL 


Location - Corner of Cun- 
ningham Road and Sir Win- 
ston Churchill Avenue in 
Fountain Park. 

Change Facilities - 


Two 
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major areas (with lockers and 
showers) which can be 
divided into four areas for 
program versatility. Sauna 
facilities will be included. 

Central Office - Adjacent 
to the change facilities will 
be the central office, first aid 
room and manager's office. 

Major Pool - The pool will 
feature eight 2S metre lanes, 
with a minimum depth of 
three feet six inches in- 
creasing to 13 feet at the 
deep end. 

Shallow pool - A shallow, 
teaching pool will be located 
adjacent to the major pool for 
the teaching of beginners 
and for use by the handi- 
capped. Dimensions will be 
50 feet by 20 feet. 

Seating - Foldable and 
removable bleachers, seating 
a maximum of 150 people, 
will be located in an area 
protected by unbreakable 
glass. 

Viewing Gallery - There 
will be a viewing gallery or 
corridor with glass on both 
sides to facilitate observation 
into the pool as well as the 
racquet courts. This corridor 
will lead to an area which will 
serve as classroom or con- 
cession or simultaneously as 
both. 

Storage - A storage area 
will be provided at the end of 
the pool for pool accessories, 

Patio - A patio area outside 
of the pool will be accessible 
from the concession area. 


LOWER LEVEL - 


Racquet Ball-Handball - 
Courts - The lower level will 
house four racquet ball, 
handball courts, with glass 
backwalls for viewing and 
teaching purposes, 

Change Facilities - Sep- 
arate change facilities for 
males and females (including 
lockers) will be provided on 
the lower level for the 
int th 


Club. 

Exercise Room - Directly 
below the classroom, an 
exercise room will be located 
and equipped for users. 

It is hoped that the lower 
level will in fact develop as a 
Health Club and add another 
dimension to the City’s 
recreational facilities. 

Construction - Construc- 


tion is underway with com- 
pletion scheduled for the end 
of February, 1978. 

The addition of the new 
pool complex and arena in 
our community should re- 
lieve the shortage of re- 
creational facilities and ch- 
ange the complexion of re- 
creation programming in the 
City of St, Albert.

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New program improves reading, 


When it was discovered by 
the Vermilion Catholic Sch- 
ool District in 1973 that 198 
students out of 653 were 
below their grade level in 
reading and language arts, it 
was decided that something 
should be done. 

To remedy the situation, a 
program was undertaken, 
that was intended to improve 
reading and language skills 
of below average elementary 
pupils. It was hoped that the 
pupils’ interaction in the 
classroom would be increas- 
ed by emphasizing a lis- 
tening and speaking app- 
roach. The program aimed at 
helping to identify students 
with learning problems, and 
improving the attitude of 
below average pupils toward 
reading. It was also hoped 
that existing language texts 
could be replaced by a more 
Suitable series. 

In order to change the 
emphasis in instruction, to 
bring aboug greater student 
participation, a number of 
steps were taken. Aides were 
hired to assist children in 
independent study, and to 
assist in classroom super-

vision while teachers con- 
centrated on individuals and 
small groups. The aides 
would assist with oral read- 
ing and story telling, and 
administer remedial drill 
work. They also freed the 
teacher for more instruc- 
tional time by assuming 
various housekeeping and 
clerical duties. 

Under the new program, 
more emphasis was placed 
on word attack and com- 
prehension skills. Learning 
disabled pupils were iden- 
tified and referred to a 
psychologist for diagnosis. 
In-service training was pro- 
vided to help teachers select 
materials for the learning 
disabled child. 

At St. Martin’s School in 
Vegreville, the half-time 
EOF teacher had two groups 
of five pupils each morning 
for a 40 minute individual- 
ized program of language 
arts remediation. Exercises 
are planned to increase 
comprehension, word attack 
skills, pronunciation and 
spelling. Daily scores are 
kept and a feeling of 
competition runs high.

FIRST YEAR EVALUATION 


After the program's first 
year, an evaluation was 
made. The consultants em- 
ployed recommended narr- 
owing the program to involve 
only students with average 
potential but with specific 
identified problems. They 
also advised a more soph- 
isticated diagnosis of pupils 
entering the program, and 
greater co-ordination bet- 


ween regular and EOF 
teachers. They also felt there 
should be closer co-ordina- 
tion between the Learning 
Disability Fund and the EOF 
programs. The program was 
adjusted accordingly. 

The most recent evaluation 
was conducted by each 
school. It was found by 
teachers and administrators 
that reading and language 
skills had improved, pupils 


with learning disabilities had 
been identified, and atti- 
tudes of below average 
pupils toward reading had 
improved. The interaction of 
pupils and the development 
of listening and discussion 
skills had increased. More 
suitable language texts were 
being used in two of the 
schools. 

In five out of six schools, 
teachers and administrators 


language skills 


felt there should be more 
co-ordination with regular 
classroom teachers, more 
time in the program for 
individual students, and that 
math remediation should be 
included. It was noted that 
there was increased under 
standing amongst parents of 


the school’s aims. The 
pupils’ images of their 
teachers and of themselves 
was more positive. 


Adult learn to ride

BASE RENT 


The new Rent Decontrol Act estab- 
lishes a system for phasing out rent 
controls in Alberta. This Act be- 
comes effective July ist, 1977, and 
ends June 30, 1980. 


The Act applies only to residential 
premises rented at any time during 


1977 INCREASES 

In 1977, alandlord may increase 

the rent by not more than 9% of the 
December 31, 1976 rent. The land- 
lord may, however, apply to the 

Rent Decontrol Board for a further 
increase if additional costs justify it. 


Base rent is the permitted or ap- 
proved rent charged on June 30, 
1977 or, if the residential premises 
were not rented on June 30, 1977, 
the rent charged when the premises 


were last rented. 


EVICTION 


A tenant may not be evicted because 
of a complaint to a Rent Regulation 
Officer or because of a refusal to

exceeds a specified level after 

July 1, 1977, the residential premises 
will be exempt from the Rent Decontrol 
Act on January 1,1978 (or six months 
after this level has been reached, 
whichever comes later). 


These levels are $375 per month on 
residential premises with 3 or more 
bedrooms, $325 with 2 bedrooms 
and $275 with less than two bed- 


rooms. 


MOBILE HOME PARKS 

In the case of a mobile home park, 
consisting of 5 or more sites, where 
the landlord wishes to terminate a 
tenancy, or tenancies, and when the 
main reason for doing so is to use 
the site/s for purposes other than 
for mobile home sites, the landlord 
must give the tenant/s one year’s 
notice of termination of tenancy. 


If you don't understand this New 
Act, or if you’re involved in a land- 
lord-tenant dispute that you and 
your landlord together can’t 
resolve, then contact us at your 
nearest Rent Decontrol Office:

La Ronde: A good giggle

Upon reading in the pro- 
gram that Theatre 3's ‘‘La 
Ronde"’ would be staged in a 
sexually explicit manner, I 
began to feel uneasy. Was 
my meagre supply of ‘‘cool"’ 
up to it? Would the torrid 
writhings on the stage bring 
a gauche flush to my face? Or 
worse still, would I be 
overwhelmed by it all, forced 
to flee the theatre with 
downcast eyes? 
I needn't have worried. 
Despite its nude scenes and 


simulated sex, the prevailing 
mood of ‘‘La Ronde"’ is not 
one of steamy, seamy sexua- 
lity. Rather, it has an irre- 
verent innocence which li- 
ghtly mocks man's sexual 
foibles. 

Arthur Schnitzler wrote 
the play in 1897, although it 
did not clear the censors until 
1903, when it was considered 
highly scandalous. In a series 
of dialogues, it dissects the 
sexual vagaries of turn-of- 
the-century Viennese bour- 
geois. Each relationship am-

usingly points out the sligh- 
tly ludicrous nature of lust 
when unadorned by roman- 
ce, Although the participants 
make brave attempts to 
ennoble their bawdy pursuits 
by declarations of love, the 
nature of their trysts remains 
- fatuous fondlings, comic 
couplings. 

All of this might lack a 
certain charm were it not for 
the appeal of the characters 
and the actors portraying 
them. Judith Maybe, Mich- 
ael Murdock, Susan Andre 
and Richard Gishler romp 
through the production with 
droll wit, sharply directed by 
Marl Shoenberg. Visually, 
the production is funny and 
appealing. However, to re- 
veal the set would reduce its 
comic impact. 

One might wonder at the 
decision to stage a play about 
sex written in 1897 in these 
liberated times. The reason 
might be found in a line in 
the play, where the husband 
states pompously that whor- 
es are attracted to the 
company of gentlewomen out 
of ‘nostalgia for lost virtue."’

Canadian investors who wish to come to 
Alberta to build new manufacturing 
plants, expand existing plants, invest in 
agricultural processing operations, recre- 
ational developments, new home sub- 
divisions, or similar developments. 


Joint business ventures between non- 
Canadian enterprises and Alberta com- 
panies have been and will continue to be 
encouraged. These will be excluded from 
controls if an exemption is approved by 
the Provincial Cabinet. 


Legislative Authority 


The Foreign Ownership of Land (Tem- 
porary) Regulations were passed under 
the authority of the Canadian Citizenship 
Act (Section 33), The Proposed Draft 
Regulations are expected to be passed 
under dual authority of the Citizenship 
Act and The Agricultural and Recrea- 
tional Land Ownership Act (Bill 40). 


Uncontrolled Lands 


Some lands are not controlled under the 
regulations. These include: 

— crown land 

— mines and minerals 


— land within the boundaries of cities, 
towns, new towns, villages and 
summer villages 


— not more than two parcels of land, 
containing 20 acres or less in total. 


Temporary Regulations 
Are Now in Effect 


In order to allow time through the 
summer for comments and submissions 
from the public on the Proposed Draft 

Regulations and to avoid a rush of 

foreign purchases of Alberta Land, “The 

Foreign Ownership of Land (Temporary) 

Regulations” came into effect on April 

26, 1977 by an Order-in-Council 

(O.C. 404/77) under Section 33 of The 

Citizenship Act. These Temporary Regu- 

lations are identical in essential respects 

to the Proposed Draft Regulations. Modi- 
fications or changes may result from 
public comments and _ submissions. 

Elements of the Temporary and Pro- 

posed Draft Regulations are outlined 

below: 

A. Canadian citizens and _ landed 
immigrants are not controlled or 
affected in any way. Non-Canadians, 
foreign governments, or Corporations 
incorporated outside Canada will be 
subject to the controls. 

B. Essentially a ‘foreign controlled cor- 
poration” is one in which the percen- 
tage share ownership is more than 
50% foreign. 

C. Trusts cannot be used to circumvent 
the controls. 


D. The regulations do not apply to or 
affect right of entry orders, pipelines, 
oil and gas processing plants, or 
water, gas or electric power lines. 
Wills and the transfer of land on 
death are not controlled. 
Enforcement will be by sworn decla- 
ration attached to a transfer of land 
and by investigative procedures in 
Land Titles Offices and the Com- 
panies Branch. 

G. Penalties: 


1. The Citizenship Act sets as a 
penalty for breach of the Act or 
regulations, a fine of up to 
$10,000 and imprisonment of up 
to one year or both. 

2. Where — controlled land is 
acquired conirary to the regula- 
tions, procedures for judicial sale 
are set forth. 

The Registrars of Land Titles are 

given the authority to require such 

evidence, verified by statutory decla- 
ration or otherwise, as is deemed 
necessary. 


|. The onus of proving that a person or 
corporation is eligible to buy Alberta 
land is on that person or corporation. 

J. Mortgages of land held for security 
of loans and other indebtedness will 
be exempt. 


The temporary regulations are in effect 
until December 31, 1977 or until they 
are replaced by permanent regulations. 
Parties involved or anticipating involve- 
ment in transactions which may fall under 
the controls should seek legal advice for 
an interpretation of the regulations. 


- 
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No Retroactivity in Regulations 


The Temporary Regulations are not 
retroactive for transactions that have 


been registered. Agreements for sale, 
interim agreements, options to purchase 
and foreclosure of mortgages signed 
prior to April 26, 1977 will be honoured, 
except those involving more than 5,000 
acres. Transactions involving more than 
5,000 acres are required to be sub- 
mitted to Executive Council, which may 
or may not approve the land transfer. 
Parties involved in negotiating trans- 
actions that have not resulted in signed 
agreements as of April 26, 1977, but 
have been under way for some time 
previous to that date,may also apply for 
a cabinet exemption. 


How to Apply for an Exemption 


Requests for exemptions should be 


submitted in writing and include the 

following: 

— the reason for requesting the 
exemption 

— legal description and size of the land 
involved

legal description and size of “con- 
trolled land” already owned 

present and proposed use of land 
present and proposed ownership 


Those involved in negotiating trans- 
actions that have not resulted in signed 
agreements should provide, in addition to 
the above, sufficient documentation to 
verify that negotiations had been in pro- 
goes for some time prior to April 26, 
1977. 


Length of Review Process 


The length of the review process will 
vary from request to request depending 
on the information provided and the need 
to verify the information. Personal 
contact may also be required in some 
cases. It is anticipated that applications 
will be processed in four to six weeks. 


An Opportunity for Public 
Comments and Submissions 


The Proposed Draft Regulations, which 
were tabled in the Spring session of the 
legislature, have been held over until late 
fall before they will be brought into force: 
This has been done to provide an 
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opportunity for Comments and submis- 
sions from the public before they are 
finalized.

The airport is also a base 
for a number of crop 
spraying aircraft like the 
Thrush Commander which is 
the aerial version of a 
humpty-backed person.

St. Albert Airport, a private

Mr. Menzies is optimistic 
about this when he broaches 
the subject. 

Although the airport lost a 
lot of revenue with the sale of 
the Lancaster which was 
used as a water bomber, and 
also the loss of some water 
bombing contracts last year, 
the future is not too gloomy. 

Mr. Menzies feels there is 
a real need for an airport like 
the one on the northeast 
portion of the Hudson Bay 
Reserve, with its quiet rural 
setting. 

First of all maintenance 
costs are reasonable. Much 
cheaper than at some of the 
larger airports which in some 
cases are driving Canadian 
aircraft enthusiasts into the 
United States for repairs. 

Mr. Menzies also feels 
that the airport is perfect for 
commercial operations and is 
not in conflict with Ed- 
monton’s Industrial Airport, 
or the recently opened Vill- 
eneuve satellite airport. 

The airport has excellent 
approaches and is far enough 
from St. Albert not to present 
any hazards to that growing 
Cosi. d 
centre, 

**No one knows where the 
place is at,’’ comments Mr. 
Menzies. 

One of the biggest hang- 
ups for the airport is that it is 
a private operation. 

That means any plans for 
expansion can be held up by 
the fact that provincial or 
federal grants would be very 
hard to come by. 5 

For instance it would cost a 
good $400,000 to get the

The runway is not an all 


weather strip-and when it | 


rains it’s bad for mud. 

The airport could also be 
expanded out to the west to 
take the present runway to 
5,000 feet. 

Mr. Menzies feels there is 
the possibility of getting a 
provincial government grant 
for better hangar facilities. 

But then the airport would 
be up against the planners 
and experts from organiza- 
tions like the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion, which all tends to put a 
damper on the spontaneity of 
aviation enthusiasts of the 
kind you find at the St. 
Albert airport. 

Perhaps though the St. 
Albert airport should main- 
tain its low profile.

Farmers may now use 
highway weigh scales to 
weigh farm products. In 
making the announcement 
Alberta Agriculture expl- 
ained that transactions will 
be simplified by issuing a 
weigh slip each time the 
scales are used regardless of 
whether the vehicle is loaded 
or empty. 

In the case of two weight 
categories two slips will be
